New regulations governing the. ufiR of 
"common" drinking cups 
and towel." 


j have been adopted by ihe elate de- 
partment of health, and will go into 
effect on July first. 


Under a statute passed in 1910, the 


state department 
is 
authorized 
to 


prohibit the 
furnishing 
of common 


drinking cups in such public places, 
buildings or vehicles as it may desig- 
nate, while an act passed in 191- au- 
thorizes the department to 
prohibit 


the furnishing of common towels 
In 


hotels and in such public places, build- 
ings and vehicles as it may designate. 
Violation of either set or regulations 
Is made punishable by a line of not 
exceeding twenty-five dollars for jach 
offence. 


The regulations concerning drinking 


cups are as follows: 


"On and after July 1, 1916, it shall 


be unlawful 
to provide 
a common 


drinking cup—• 


(a) 
In any public park, street 
or 


way. 


(b) 
In any building: 
or 
premises 


used as a public 
institution, hotel, 


theatre, public hall or public school, 
or in any part of any factory, market, 
office building or store of any kind 
which is open to the general public. 


(c) 
In any railroad station, 
rail- 


road car, steam or ferry boat. 


"The term 'common drinking cup' as 


used in these 
regulations

mechanical 
trades. Already 
in 


ithis 'and other 
states 
vocations. 


,schools take the pupils at the age o! 
•fourteen and steer them along courses 
m manual training such as carpentry 
machine practice, cabinet making and 
blacksraithing. 
; These courses have 
proved 
quit 


•fascinating for boys and have enable, 
-many to find their mechanical apti 
tudes more readily than they otherwls 
could have done. Besides, it has beei 
•demonstrated that boys can spend an 
(hour a day at these courses and stil 
imake as much progress at other stud 
iies as if they had given all their tim 
ito them. The mechanical work seem

crs, as the prior .despatches from the 
British censor have tried to mislead the 
American people to believe, in order to 
arouse censure here because of its un- 
successful ending. 


"It is now admitted by tho English 


authorities by this later order that it 


s a movement spread all over Iro- 


land, supported and approved by prac- 
tically the whole population outside of 
those directly or indirectly connected1 
with the English government. 


"The 
continuation of martial 
law 


should also effectually dispose of ihe 
deliberately planned calumny against 
the Irish race, which was attempting 
to establish a conviction all over the 
world'that the Irish people as a whole 
had suddenly become loyal to England 
In this great war. and 
that 
Ireland 


could be induced to fight the battles of 
her terrible oppressor and despot. 


"England's conduct in this Irish af- 


fair ought to 
further 
enlighten 
the 


world as to the likelihood of any wor- 
thiness in her professions as to her 
reasons for participating in this Euro- 
pean war. If she. can be so wickedly 
cruel and murderously revengeful on a 
comparatively few Irish intellectuals,

SYSTEMS OF EDUCATION 


As the school year draws to a close, 


there comes a repetition of 
the old 


complaint against the 
crowding 
of 


studies and the diffuseness of our ele- 
mentary courses. The 
Sun has re- 


peatedly In the past appealed for more 
thoroughness even if it were necessary 
for that purpose to drop some of the 
non-essential branches. 


This is a very important question 


and it is pressing for solution with 
ever increasing force. In recent year 
there 
has 
been 
a. distinct 
trend 


towards utility work or training for 
the 
mechanical trades. Already 
in 


this and 
other 
states 
vocations 


schools take the pupils at the age of 
fourteen and steer them along courses 
in manual training such as carpentry 
machine practice, cabinet making and 
black smith ing. 


These courses have 
proved 
quit 


fascinating for boys and have cnablei 
many to find their mechanical apti 
tudes more readily than they otherwis 
could have done. Besides, it has bee 
demonstrated that boys can spend a 
hour a day at these courses and sli 
make as much progress at other stud- 
ies as if they had given all their time 
to them. The mechanical work seems 
to sharpen their faculties and increase 
their mental vigor 
and 
receptivity. 


Possibly it is a mere matter of keeping 
the pupils deeply interested 
in 
their 


work, which is of more value than 


rnlng a classroom and who can get 
own to the level of their pupils. They 
nd what each child knows and on 
hat foundation they raise tho super- 
tructure. The most pernicious form 
f instruction is the hurried glance at 
a subject with explanations that are 
not understood or that cannot be fully 
digested in the time devoted to the 
esson.

eaves school the education that will 
be of most use to him will be a thor- 
ough knowledge, of 
the "three R's."

The complete text of the president's

When the invitation to be here to-

desire of the whole world now turns 
eagerly, more and more eagerly, to- 
wards the hopo of peace, and there is 
just reason why we should take our 
part In counsel upon this great theme. 
It is right that I, as spokesman ot 
our government, should atempt to give 
expression to what I believe to be the 
thought and purpose of the people of 
the United States in this vital mat- 
ter.This great war that broke BO sud- 
denly upon the world two years ago. 
and which has swept within its flame 
so crreat a part of the civilized world, 
has affected us very profoundly, and 
we are not only at liberty, it is -per- 
haps our duty, to speak very frankly 
of it and of the great interests o? civ- 
ilization which it affects. 


V. S. "llccplr Concerned" 


With its causes and its objects we 


are not concerned. The obscure foun- 
. tains from its stupendous 
flood 
has 


burst forth we are not interested to 
search for or explore. Bui so great a 
flood, spread far and wide to every 
quarter of the globe, has of necessity 
engulfed many a fair province of right 
that lies very near to us. 
Our own 


rights as a nation, the liberties, the 
privileges and the poverty of our peo- 
ple have been profoundly affected. We 
are not mere disconnected lookers-on. 
The longer the war lasts,' the more 
deeply do we become concerned that 
it should be brought to an end and 
the world be permitted to resume its 
normal life and course 
again.

when it does come to an end we shall 
be as much concerned as the natiions 
at war to see peace assume an aspect 
of permanence, give promise of days 
from which the anxiety of uncertain- 
ty shall be lifted, bring some assur- 
ance that peace and war shall always 
hereafter he reckoned part of the com- 
mon interest of mankind. \Ve are par- 
ticipants, whether we would or not, in 
the life of the world.

Cardinal Gasparri, papal secretary of 
state, Is quoted by Rome newspapers 
to the effect that Pope Benedict, while

plores the anti-Christian and Inhumane 
aspects of the war. In the absence of 
satisfactory evidence of an impartial 
nature the pope Is unable to pass judg- 
ment on charges of improper conduct 
of the war made on both staes. The 
pope Is represented as cherishing the 
belief that the conclusion of hostilities 
may be hastened by a greater degree of 
Christian tolerance on both sides by 
partial renunciation of claims and by 
keener Lympathy for suffering peoples.

We believe these fundamental things 


First, that every people has a. right 
to choose the sovereignty under which 


ave ourselves no doubt once and again 
•ffended against that principle when 
or a little while controlled by selfish 
.assion, as our franker historians have 
ieen honorable enough to admit; but 
t has become more and more our rulo 


life and action. 
Second, that tho 


small states of the world have a right 


enjoy the same respect for their 


sovereignty and for their territorial in- 
tegrity that great and powerful nations 
expect and insist 
upon. And. third, 


that the world has a right to be free 
from every disturbance of its peace 
that has its origin in aggression and 
disregard of the rights of peoples and 
nations. 


So sincerely do we believe in these 


things that I am sure that I speak the 
mind and wish of the people of Am'pr- 
ica when I say that the United'States 
is willing to become a- partner in any 
feasible association of nations formed 
in order to realize these objects and 
make them secure against 
violations. 


Outllues Plan 


There is nothing that the United 


States wants for itself that any other 
nation has. We are willing, on the 
ontrary, to limit ourselves along with 
hem to a prescribed course of duty 
and respect for the rights of others 
i-htch will check any selfish passion 
of our own, as it will check any ag- 


resslve impulse of theirs. 
If It should ever be our privilege 


to suggest or initiate a movement for 
peace among the nations now at war. 
[ am sure that the people of the United 
States would wish their government to

LONDON, May 23.—At a conference 


today 
between David Lloyd-George, 


minister of munitions, and representa- 
tives of various trades unions, it was

that the present efforts for acceleration 
of the output of munitions may be con- 
tinued without interruption. It

over the holidays entirely, but that It 
be recommended that

poned two months. This decision. It Is 
understood, will be communicated im- 
rncdia^ely to the •workmen concerned.

One maker of macaroni claims to know 
50 different ways of preparing it for 
the table, and gives the following di- 
rections for preparing a meal for a 
family of four for less than ten cents: 
"I take a pound of macaroni, which 


costs seven cer.ts, and add two table- 
spoonfuls of 
tomato 
conserve, which 


costs less than one cent. I add a very 
small pieco of garlic, costing about half 
a. cent, and 1 add salt and pepper to 
suit, and a tablespoonful of oil. which 
will cost not more than a cent. So you 
see that outside of -the cooking, 
the 


dish costs less than 10 cents to pre- 
pare."
